WATCH THE TURNS 

Road racing is much more than a bunch of cars 
running helter-skelter around a course. To give you 
more enjoyment from this contest, may we suggest 
that you watch for some of the more subtle happenings 
during each race . 

Experienced race enthusiasts generally head for the 
turns for the most action. While start/finish is color- 
ful, the real racing is done in the turns. 

So, if you are a first-time race spectator, we 
suggest that you pick a medium speed turn on the 
course and make this your headquarters. For it is in 
the medium speed turns that you see much braking, 
gear changing and acceleration. Try turns Z or 7. 

But we do not want to have you tied down to one spot. 
Look around. See all the turns. Each one will be 
slightly different. Watch drivers in identical cars. 
Most will take the same line through the turn, as they 
attempt to get through in as straight a line as possible. 

Watch to see where the drivers "shut off" (start to 
slow), where they shift into a lower gear, and where 
they begin to accelerate. The large markers with 
numbers at the approach of each turn are for the pur- 
pose pf informing the driver how close to the turn he 
is, so that he can set up the car the same way each 
time around. 

While we're on turns, it might be well to note that 
the cars will drift in an effort to get through faster. 
This means the driver cuts his wheels to the inside of 
the course at the same time accelerating slightly so 
that the rear wheels break loose slightly and the car 
glides around the corner instead of being steered 
around it. 

A drift is a very accomplished art which, if pursued 
too heavily, might well become a slide. When the rear 
wheels break loose in a rapid and un-cooperative 
fashion, the driver must turn the front wheels in the 
same direction. 

We passed lightly over start/finish before. You 
should plan on seeing the start of at least one race, and 
spend a little time watching the pit crews flash pit 
signals to the drivers. The signal, usually on a black- 
board, tell the driver his position in relation to other 
competitors and give other instructions. 

Competition is broken down into classes by the 
Sports Car Club of America. Production of equal per- 
formance potential will compete in the same class. 
Modified cars compete on the basis of engine size.

Spectators have it a little easier now than they did 
before in that the class designation of each car is in- 
dicated by a letter adjacent to the car's number. 

The important thing to remember is that cars with 
the same letters are competing against one another 
for awards, and that trophies are awarded only on the 
basis of class.

Sports car road racing as conducted by the Sports Car Club 
of America is broken down into three major categories: 

Production cars: These are the machines you might normally 
expect to see on the street, although alterations to make them 
faster and safer are permitted. Competition is broken down 
into classes ranging from A production to H production, and 
these classes are determined by performance figures gathered 
by the SCCA from hundreds of events throughout the country. 

Modified cars: These are all-out racing machines built only 
for the track, and nearly any modification, provided it is safe, 
is permitted on these cars. Competition here is broken down 
strictly by engine displacement. 

Formula cars: The open wheelers are governed by a complex 
system of rules and regulations, governing engine displacement 
engine origin and weight. Formula juniors are broken down into 
classes pioneered by the San Francisco Region, the classes 
being based on declared valuation by the owner. Formula Vees 
are open wheelers built around Volkswagen components.

Pacific Coast Finals from the Cerebral Palsied children of Alameda County, 

While the message is short, it is sent to you with that sincere feeling only a child can express. 

The C-P children in Alameda County are fully aware of the significance of this event. As a 
direct result of this weekend 1 s sports car races, they will be able to continue essential theraputic 
visits to the C-P Center at 4500 Lincoln Ave. in Oakland for many months to come. 

The officers of the United Cerebral Palsy Association of Alameda County also know the import- 
ant role this race plays in the overall financial picture of the C-P Center located in the Oakland hills. 

"Our Grand Prix at the Metropolitan Oakland International Airport two years ago contributed 
nearly half of the entire operating budget of the association for the year," reports Alameda County 
Superior Court Judge William J. McGuiness, president of the Alameda County C-P Association. 

"Without the Grand Prix, the work of the association could not continue," he adds. The C-P 
Center, which covers nearly five acres and was built in 1956, is open the year around. More than 
half of the work at the center is performed by volunteers. The volunteers come from service clubs 
business firms, sororities, schools, churches and fraternal orders. 

"We couldn't keep up our programs for the children if it weren't for the volunteers," says 
Judge McGuiness. "Our small permanent staff can't possibly carry out all of the many duties nec- 
essary to keep the center in operation on a six- day a week schedule. " 

Enrollment in day care classes continues to grow every week, but still the volunteers seem to 
get the job done. Consider these staggering figures and it's easy to see why the work load and finan- 
cial requirements at the center are growing. 

A C-P child is born in the United States every 53 minutes. This means 25 new cases per day 
and 10,000 per year. There are more than 600,000 C-P cases in the country today. 

"We're not worried about meeting the challenge," says Judge McGuiness. "With people like we 
have here today at Vac a Valley pulling for us, we know we'll find the solution to any problem we may 
face in the future. "

This is the last chance for drivers to earn points 
which may lead to their selection as Pacific Coast 
representatives to the American Road Race of Champ- 
ions at Southern California 1 s Riverside Raceway Nov. 
14-15. 

The top three drivers in each class from each of 
six divisions will compete at Riverside to determine 
the Sports Car Club of America's champion. 

The divisional runoff, then, determines the nat- 
ional champion in each class for the SCCA. Unfort- 
unately, the SCCA also runs a series of races called 
"nationals" in the east and the winners of these events 
are also called national champions. 

But it is the divisional runoff winner who can be 
truly called the champion, since his victory is a pro- 
cess of elimination among the nearly 12,000 licensed 
drivers throughout the country. 



Within the Pacific Coast division, drivers could 
have competed in the different divisional races --the 
best six of which count toward championship stand- 
ings. 

Points are awarded on the following basis of fin- 
ishing position in each class: 9-6-4-3-2-1 for Saturday 
races and double that on Sunday. 

The first three drivers in each class are permit- 
ted to compete at the runoffs, although the next three 
drivers are alternates in case the winners do not com- 
pete. 

Some of the drivers you are watching this week- 
end will undoubtedly go on to become the national 
champions at Riverside.

This weekend's racing is conducted by a group 
of volunteers who have banded themselves into an 800 
man organization entitled the San Francisco Region, 
Sports Car Club of America. 

This group, with offices in San Francisco, is part 
of a 14, 000 person national organization dedicated to 
sports cars and their use. 

In the San Francisco Region, however, racing is 
the prime activity. The San Francisco Region conducts 
14 races each year. 

Two of the events are Pacific Coast divisional 
contests during which drivers compete for points to 
become divisional champions (this is the last such 
race of the season). 

Another event is a major FLA contest, the Mont- 
erey Grand Prix at famed Laguna Seca circuit, Oct. 
16-18. 

Four events are regional races for spectators. 

The remainder are club events where the region 
trains its drivers and personnel to conduct the other 
events, and where those who do not choose to run in 
the larger events compete. They are non-spectator 
contests. 

In all, it takes some 300-400 persons to run a 
road race. Ranging from the Chief Steward (who is 
like the captain of a ship in that he is in complete con- 
trol) to the lowest worker (we won't stick our necks 
out by trying to name him), the race personnel are 
from all walks of life. They have only one thing in 
common, really, and that is a love for automobiles.
